In Ag&zhabed Hayon, malaria uaa, for many years, the most dreaded of 
&1 teases. However, after treating more than 610 hectares of mosquito- 
breeding plhoes, this disease has been all but wiped out. Many of the 
foxmer bogs and marshes are now rich cotton and grain fields. Much 
Improvement has been accomplished In taeum-ImnaU "Rayon, where a health 
resort has been established at Kaftalan. Antimalaria measures have been 
very successful at the Irr^e hydroelectric stations of the republic .
